All  the  calculations  in  this  Almanac  are  made  to 
apparent  time,  or  that  which  is  shown  by  a  sun  dial. 
In  order  to  reduce  it  to  mean  time,  or  that  which  is 
shewn  by  a  well  regulated  clock  or  watch,  the  Equa- 
tion of  Time  must  be  applied  by  addition  or  subtraction, 
as  given  in  the  last  column  of  every  page  for  the  Sun.

For  example,  on  the  1st  of  Jan.  the  sun  rises  at  7  26  0 
Add  the  Equation  of  Time      -  -  3  55 

Which  gives  the  Mean  time  of  rising  7  29  55 

The  Sun  and  Moon's  Declinations  are  given  to  the 

nearest  minute,  for  finding  the  latitude ;  and  by  help  of 

a  table  of  semi-diurnal  arcs  (which  is  intended  to  be 

fiven  next  year)  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  sun  and 
xed  stars  may  be  found  in  any  Latitude. 
It  is  proposed  to  continue  this  almanac  annually ;  and 
the  selections  are  printed  in  such  a  manner  that  they 
may  be  separated  from  the  calendar  and  bound  to- 
gether ;  which,  in  five  or  six  years,  will  make  a  neat 
volume :  a  title  page  for  this  purpose  will  be  given 
when  a  volume  is  completed.

What  hast  thou  to  plead  ?  a  vice  without  a  gratifi- 
cation !  This  nation  is  greatly  addicted  to  the  sin  of 
swearing.— Blush  for  thy  past  folly,  and  crave  help  for 
thy  future  amendment,  of  him  who  can  again  renew 
thee  !  Initiate  thyself  into  virtuous  freedom.  Truth 
needs  not  tattered  ornaments  to  adorn  it ;  but,  simply 
arrayed,  it  sweetly  persuades.  The  God  of  all  truth, 
even  Christ,  who  is  willing  to  be  thy  redeemer,  hath 
commanded  his  followers,  "  Swear  not  at  all.9'  For- 
sake the  foolish  ;  and  live  a  new  lifer-even  to  his  glory  ■ 
for  time  is  short  and  altogether  uncertain 
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Lord  Chief  Justice  of  Etigland  ;  and  found  in  his  clos&t 
amongst  other  papers  after  his  decease. 
He  that  fears  the  Lord  of  Heaven  and  Earth,  walks  .

short  of  his  duty.  He  walks  watchfully  in  the  denial 
of  himself,  and  holds  no  confederacy  with  any  lust,  or 
known  sin  :  if  he  fulls  in  the  least  measure.,  he  is  rest- 
less till  he  has  made  his  peace  by  true  repentance.  Ife 
is  true  to  his  promises,  just  in  his  dealing's,  charitable 
to  the  poor,  sincere  in  his  devotion.  He  will  not  de- 
liberately dishonour  God,  although  secure  of  impunity. 
He  hath  his  hopes  and  his  conversation  in  Heaven,  ami 
dares  not  do  any  thing"  unjustly,  be  it  ever  so  much -to 
his  advantage;  and  alt  this,  because  he  sees  him  that 
is  invisible,  and  fears  him  because  he  loves  him ;  fears 
him  as  well  for  his  goodness  as  his  greatness.  Such  a 
man,  whether  he  be  an  Episcopalian  or  a  Presbyterian, 
an  Independent  or  an  Anabaptist ;  whether  he.wears  a 
surplice,  or  wears  none;  whether  he  hears  organs,  or 
hears  none  ;  whether  he  kneels  at  the  communion,  or, 
for  conscience  sake,  stands  or  sits,  he  hath  the  Life  of 
Religion  in  him  ;  and  that  life  acts  in  him,  and  will 
conform  his  soul  to  the  image  of  his  Saviour,  and  go  ' 
along  with  him  to  eternity,  notwithstanding  his  prac- 
tice or  non-practice  of  things  indifferent  .—  On  the  other 
side,  if  a  man  fears  not  the  eternal  God,  he  can  commit 
sin  with  presumption,  drink  excessively,  swear  vainly 
or  falsely,  commit  adultery,  lie,  cheat,  break  his  prom- 
ises* live  loosely,  though,  at  the  same  time,  he  may  be 
studious  to  practice  every  ceremony,  even  to  a  scru- 
pulous exactness,  or  may  perhaps  as  stubbornly  oppose 
them.  Though  such  an  one  should  cry  down  bishops, 
or  presbytery;  though  he  should  be  rebaptized  every 
day,  or  declaim  against  it  as  heresy ;  and  though  he 
fast  all  the  lent,  or  feast  out  of  pretence  of  avoiding 
superstition ;  yet  notwithstanding  these,  and  a  thou* 
sand  external  conformities,  or  zealous  oppositions  of 
them,  he  wants  the  Life  of  Religion,

All  men  pursue  good,  and  would  be  happy,  if  they 
knew  how  :  not  happy  for  minutes,  and  miserable  for 
hours  ;  but  happy,  if  possible,  through  every  part  of 
their  existence.  Either,  therefore,  there  is  a  good  of 
this  steady,  durable  kind,  or  there  is  none.  If  none, 
then  all  good  must  be  transient  and  uncertain ;  and  if 
so,  an  object  of  the  lowest  value,  which  can  little  de- 
serve either  our  attention  or  inquiry.  But  if  there  be 
a  better  good,  such  a  good  as  we  are  seeking ;  like 
every  other  thing,  it  must  be  derived  from  some  cause  ; 
and  that  cause  must  be  either  external,  internal,  or 
mixed ;  in  as  much  as,  except  these  three,  there  is  no 
other  possible.  Now  a  stead}',  durable  good  cannot 
be  derived  from  an  external  cause  ;  by  reason,  all  de- 
rived from  externals  must  fluctuate  as  they  fluctuate. 
By  the  same  rule,  not  from  a  mixture  of  the  two  ;  be- 
cause the  part  which  is  external  will  proportionably  de- 
stroy its  essence.  What  then  remains  but  the  cause 
internal ;  the  very  cause  which  we  have  supposed, 
when  we  place  the  sovereign  good  in  mind — in  recti- 
tude of  conduct  ? 

THE  CHARACTER  OF  ANTIOPE, 

DAUGHTER  OF  IDOMENEUS  KING  OF  SALENTUM. 

From  Fenelon's  Telemacbus,  book  xxii. 
Antiope  is  gentle,  unaffected,  and  prudent.  Her 
hands  despise  not  labour.  She  foresees  things  at  a  dis- 
tance. She  provides  against  all  contingencies.  She 
knows  when  it  is  proper  to  be  silent-  She  acts  regu- 
larly, and  without  a  hurry.  She  is  continually  employ- 
ed, but  never  embarrassed ;  because  she  does  every 
thing  in  its  due  season.  The  good  order  of  her  father's 
house  is  her  glory. — It  adds  a  greater  lustre  to  her, 
than  her  beauty.  Though  the  care  of  all  lies  upon 
her  ;  and  she  is  charged  with  the  burden  of  reproving, 
refusing,  retrenching  (things  which  make  almost  all 
other  women  hated),  she  has  acquired  the  love  of  all 
the  household :  and  tins,  because  they  find  not  in  her, 
either  passion,,  or  conceitedness,  or  levity,  or  humour, 
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as  In  other  women.  By  a  single  glance  of  her  eye  they 
know  her  meaning;  ard  are  afraid  to  displease  her. 
The  orders  she  gives  are  plain.  She  commands  noth- 
ing* but  what  may  be  performed.  She  reproves  with 
kindness  ;  and  her  reproofs  are  incentives  to  do  better. 
Her  father's  heart  reposes  itself  upon  her  ;  as  a  trav- 
eller, fainting  undei*the  sun's  sultry  rays,  reposes  him- 
self upon  the  tender  grass,  under  a  shady  tree.  Neither 
her  person  nor  her  mind  is  set  off  with  vain,  fantas&c 
embellishments.  Her  fancy,  though  sprightly,  is  dis* 
creet.  She  never  speaks,  but  when  there  is  an  abso- 
lute occasion  ;  and  when  she  opens  her  mouth  soft 
persuasion  and  genuine  graces  flow  from  her  lips.  In 
a  moment  every  body  else  is  silent;  which  throws  a 
modest  confusion  into  her  face  ;  and  she  is  almost  in- 
clined to  suppress  what  she  intended  to  say,  when  she 
finds  herself  listened  to  with  so  much  attention.  One 
day,  when  her  father  sent  for  her,  and  was  going  to 
inflict  a  rigorous  punishment  on  one  of  his  slaves,  she 
appeared  with  an  air  of  dejection,  covered  with  a  large 
veil  and  spoke  no  more  than  just  enough  to  moderate 
his  anger.  At  first  she  took  part  with  him  in  his  vex- 
ation. Then  she  calmed  him.  At  last,  she  intimated 
to  him,  what  might  be  alledged  in  excuse  for  the  un- 
happy offender;  and  without  letting  the  king  know, 
that  he  was  transported  beyond  due  bounds,  she  in- 
spired him  with  sentiments  of  justice  and  compassion. 
Thus,  without  assumiug  any  authority,  and  without 
taking  advantage  of  her  charms,  she  will  one  day  man- 
age the  heart  of  a  husband,  as  she  now  touches  her 
lyre,  when  she  would  draw  from  it  the  most  melting 
sounds. 

The  Honour  and  Advantage  of  a  constant 
Adherence  to  Truth.

Petrarch  a  celebrated  Italian  Poet,  who  flourished 
about  four  hundred  years  ago,  recommended  himself 
to  the  confidence  and  affection  of  Cardinal  Colonna,  in 
whose  family  he  resided,  by  his  candour  and  strict  re- 
gard to  truth.  A  violent  quarrel  occurred  in  the  house- 
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hold  of  this  nobleman,  which  was  carried  so  far,  that 
recourse  was  had  to  arms.  The  Cardinal  wished  to 
know  the  foundation  of  this  affair;  and  that  he  might 
be  able  to  decide  with  justice,  he  assembled  all  his 
people,  and  obliged  them  to  bind  themselves,  by  a 
most  solemn  oath  on  the  Gospels,  to  declare  the  whole 
truth.  Every  one,  without  exception,  submitted  ta 
this  determination ;  even  the  Bishop  of  Luna,  brother 
to  the  Cardinal,  was  not  excused.  Petrarch,  in  his 
turn,  presenting  himself  to  take  the  oath,  the  Cardinal 
closed  the  book,  and  said,  *'  As  to  you,  Petrarch,  your 
word  is  sufficient." 

A  story  similar  to  this  is  related  of  Zenocrates,  an 
Athenian  Philosopher,  who  lived  three  hundred  years 
before  Christ,  and  was  educated  in  the  school  of  Piato. 
The  people  of  Athens  entertained  so  high  an  opinion 
of  his  probity,  that  one  day  when  he  approached  the 
altar,  to  confirm  by  an  oath  the  truth  of  what  he  had 
asserted,  the  judges  unanimously  declared  his  word  to 
be  sufficient  evidence.

A  Letter  written  by  the  Ambassador  of  Bantam, 

in  the  reign  of  charles  the  second. 
«*■  Master, 

The  people,  where  I  now  am,  have  tongues 
farther  from  their  hearts  than  from  London  to  Bantam, 
and  thou  knowest  the  inhabitants  of  one  of  these  places 
do  not  know  what  is  done  in  the  other.  They  call  thee 
and  thy  subjects  barbarians,  because  we  speak  what 
we  mean,  and  account  themselves  a  civilized  people, 
because  they  speak  one  thing  and  mean  another :  truth 
they  call  barbarity,  and  falsehood  politeness.  On  my 
first  landing,  one  who  was  sent  from  the  king  of  this 
place  to  meet  me,  told  me,  that  he  was  extremely  sor- 
ry for  the  storm  I  had  met  with  just  before  my  arrival. 
I  was  troubled  to  hear  him  grieve  and  afflict  himself 
on  my  account ;  but  in  less  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
he  smiled,  and  was  as  merry  as  if  nothing  had  happen- 
ed. Another  who  came  with  him  told  me  by  my  inter- 
preter, he  should  be  glad  to  do  me  any  service  that 
lay  in  his  power*  On  which  I  desired  him  to  carry 
one  of  my  portmanteaus  for  me  ;  but,  instead  of  serv- 
ing me  according  to  his  promise,  he  laughed,  ancLbid 
another  do  it.  I  lodged,  the  first  week,  at  the  house 
of  one,  who  desired  me  to  think  myself  at  home,  and 
to  consider  his  house  as  my  own.  Accordingly,  I  the 
next  morning  began  to  knock  down  one  of  the  wails  of 
it,  in  order  to  let  in  the  fresh  air,  and  had  packed  up 
some  of  the  household  goods,  of  which  I  intended  to 
have  made  thee  a  present;  but  the  false  varlet  no  soon- 
er saw  me  falling  to  work,  but  he  sent  word  to  desire 
me  to  give  over,  for  that  he  would  have  no  such  doings 
in  his  house.  I  had  not  long  been  in  this  nation,  before 
i  was  told  by  one,  for  whom  I  had  asked  a  certain  fa- 
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rour  From  the  chief  of  the  king's  servants,  whom  the? 
here  call  the  Lord  Treasurer,  that  I  had  eternally 
obliged  him.  I  was  so  surprised  at  his  gratitude,  that 
I  could  not  forbear  saying,  what  service  is  there  which 
one  man  can  do  for  another,  that  can  oblige  him  to  all 
eternity  !  However,  I  only  asked  him  for  my  reward, 
that  he  would  give  me  his  eldest  daughter  in  marriage  ; 
but  I  quickly  found  that  he  was  as  treacherous  as  the 
rest  of  his  countrymen. 

"  At  my  first  going  to  court,  one  of  the  great  men 
almost  put  me  out  of  countenance,  by  asking  ten  thou- 
sand pardons  9f  me  for  only  treading  by  accident  on 
my  toe.  They  call  this  kind  of  lie  a  compliment ;  for 
when  they  are  civil  to  a  great  man,  they  tell  him  un- 
truths, for  which  thou  wouldst  order  any  one  of  thy 
officers  of  state  to  receive  an  hundred  blows  upon  his 
foot.  I  do  not  know  how  I  shall  negociate  any  thing 
with  this  people,  since  there  is  so  little  credit  to  be 
given  to  them.  When  I  go  to  see  the  king's  scribe,  I 
am  generally  told  that  he  is  not  at  home,  though  per- 
haps I  saw  him  go  into  his  house  almost  the  very  mo- 
ment before.  Thou  wouldst  fancy  that  the  whole  na- 
tion are  physicians,  for  the  first  question  they  always 
ask  me,  is,  How  I  do  ?  I  have  this  question  put  to  me 
above  a  hundred  times  a  day.  Nay,  they  are  not  only 
thus  inquisitive  after  my  health,  but  wish  it  in  a  more 
solemn  manner  with  a  full  glass  in  their  hands,  every 
time  I  sit  with  them  at  table,  though  at  the  same  time 
they  would  persuade  me  to  drink  their  liquors  in  such 
quantities  as  I  have  found  by  experience  will  make  me 
sick.  They  often  pretend  to  pray  for  thy  health  also 
in  the  same  manner ;  but  I  have  more  reason  to  expect 
it  from  the  goodness  of  thy  constitution,  than  the  sin- 
cerity of  their  wishes.  May  thy  slave  escape  in  safety 
from  this  double-tongued  race  of  men,  aud  live  to  lay 
himself  once  more  at  thy  feet  in  the  royal  city  of  Ban- 
tam."

YARICO. 

Mr.  Thomas  Inkle,  of  London,  aged  twenty  years, 
embarked  in  the  Downs  in  the  good  ship  called  the 
Achilles,  bound  for  the  West-Indies,  on  the  16th  of 
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Jane,  1647,  in  order  to  improve  his  fortune  by  trade 
and  merchandise.  Our  adventurer  was  the  third  son 
of  an  eminent  citizen,  who  had  taken  particular  care  to 
instil  into  his  mind  an  early  love  of  gain,  by  making 
him  a  perfect  master  of  numbers,  and  consequently 
giving  him  a  quick  view  of  loss  and  advantage,  and 
preventing  the  natural  impulses  of  his  passions,  by  pre- 
possessions towards  his  interests.  With  a  mind  thus 
turned,  young  Inkle  had  a  person  every  way  agreeable, 
a  ruddy  vigour  in  his  countenance,  strength  in  his  limbs, 
with  ringlets  of  fair  hair  loosely  flowing  on  his  shoul- 
ders. It  happened,  in  the  course  of  the  voyage,  that 
the  Achilles,  in  some  distress,  put  into  a  creek  on  the 
main  of  America,  in  search  of  provisions.  The  youth, 
who  is  the  hero  of  my  story,  among  others  went  ashore 
on  this  occasion.  From  their  first  landing  they  were 
observed  by  a  party  of  Indians,  who  had  hid  themselves 
in  the  woods  for  that  purpose.  The  English  unadvised- 
ly marched  a  great  distance  from  the  shore  into  the 
country,  and  were  intercepted  by  the  natives,  who  slew 
the  greatest  number  of  them.  Our  adventurer  escaped, 
among  others,  by  flying  into  a  forest.  On  his  coming 
into  a  remote  and  pathless  part  of  the  wood,  he  threw 
himself,  tired  and  breathless,  upon  a  little  hillock,  when 
an  Indian  maid  rushed  from  a  thicket  behind  him. 
After  the  first  surprise  they  appeared  mutually  agree- 
able to  each  other.  If  the  European  was  highly  charm- 
ed with  the  limbs,  features,  and  wild  graces  of  the  na- 
ked American,  the  American  was  no  less  taken  with 
the  dress,  complexion,  and  shape  of  an  European,  cov- 
ered from  head  to  foot.  The  Indian  grew  immediately 
enamoured  of  him,  and  consequently  solicitous  for  his 
preservation.  She  therefore  conveyed  him  to  a  cave, 
where  she  gave  him  a  delicious  repast  of  fruits,  and 
led  him  to  a  stream  to  slake  his  thirst.  In  the  midst 
of  these  good  offices,  she  would  sometimes  play  with 
his  hair,  and  delight  in  the  opposition  of  its  colour  to 
that  of  her  fingers ;  then  open  his  bosom,  then  laugh 
at  him  for  covering  it.  She  was,  it  seems,  a  person  of 
distinction,  for  she  every  day  came  to  him  in  a  differ- 
ent dress,  of  the  most  beautiful  shells,  bugles  and 
beads,   She  likewise  brought  him  a  great  many  spoils, 
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which  her  other  lovers  had  presented  to  her,  so  that 
his  cave  was  richly  adorned  with  all  the  spotted  skins 
of  beasts,  and  most  party-coloured  feathers  of  fowls, 
which  that  world  afforded.  To  make  his  confinement 
more  tolerable,  she  would  carry  him  in  the  dusk  of  the 
evening,  or  by  the  favour  of  moonlight,  to  unfrequent- 
ed groves  and  solitudes,  and  shew  him  where  to  lie 
down  in  safety,  and  sleep  amidst  the  falls  of  waters  and 
melody  of  nightingales.  Her  part  was  to  watch  and 
hold  him  in  her  arms,  for  fear  of  her  countrymen,  and 
awake  him  on  occasions  to  consult  his  safety.  In  this 
manner  did  the  lovers  pass  away  their  time  till  they 
had  learned  a  language  of  their  own,  in  which  the  voy- 
ager communicated  to  bis  mistress,  how  happy  he 
should  be  to  have  her  in  his  own  country,  where  s!>e 
should  be  clothed  in  such  silks  as  his  waistcoat  was 
made  of,  and  carried  in  houses  drawn  by  horses,  with- 
out being  exposed  to  wind  and  weather.  All  this  he 
promised  her  the  enjoyment  of,  without  such  fears  and 
alarms  as  they  were  there  tormented  with.  In  this 
tender  correspondence  these  lovers  lived  tor  several 
months,  when  Yarico,  instructed  fey  her  lover,  discov- 
ered a  vessel  on  the  coast  to  which  she  made  signals  : 
and  in  the  night,  with  the  utmost  joy  and  satisfaction, 
accompanied  him  to  a  ship's  crew  of  his  countrymen, 
bound  for  Barbadoes.  When  a  vessel  from  the  main 
arrives  in  that  island,  it -seems  the  planters  come  to  the 
shore,  where  there  is  an  immediate  market  of  the  In- 
dians and  other  slaves,  as  with  us  of  horses  and  oxen. 
To  be  short,  Mr.  Thomas  Inkle,  now  coming  into 
English  territories,  -began  seriously  to  reflect  on  his 
loss  of  time,  and  to  weigh  with  himself  how  many  days 
interest  of  his  money  he  haxl  lost  during  his  stay  with 
Yarico.  This  thought  made  the  young  man  very  pen- 
sive and  careful  wliat  account  he  should  he  able  to  give 
his  friends  ol  his  voyage.  On  this  consideration,  the  , 
prudent  ami  frugal  young  man  sold  Yarico  to  a  Barba- 
dian merchant ;  notwithstanding  that  the  poor  girl,  to 
incline  him  to  commisserate  lier  condition,  told  him 
that  she  was  with  child  by  him.  But  he  only  made  use 
of  that  information  to  rise  in  his  demands  on  the  pur- 
chaser !

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Example  of  Fcracitt/. 
A  Spanish  cavalier  having  assassinated  a  Moorish 
gentleman,  instantly  fled  from  justice.

A  few  hours  afterwards,  the  dead 
body  of  his  son  was  brought  to  him  ;  and  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  murderer  exactly  agreed  with  the  appear- 
ance of  the  Spaniard,  whom  he  had  then  in  custody. 
He  concealed  theliorror  and  suspicion  which  he  felt; 
and,  retiring  to  his  chamber,  remained  there  till  mid- 
night. Then  going  privately  into  the  garden,  he  open- 
ed the  door  of  the  summer-house,  and  thus  accosted 
the  cavalier.  ■  Christian,'  said  he,  'the  youth  whom 
you  have  murdered,  was  my  only  son.  Ybur  crime  mer- 
its the  severest  punishment.  But  I  have  solemnly  pledg- 
ed my  word  for  your  security  ;  and  I  disdain  to  violate 
even  a  rash  engagement  with  a  cruel  enemy.*  He  con- 
ducted the  Spaniard  to  the  stables,  and  furnishing  him 
with  one  of  his  swiftest  mules,  *  Fly,'  said  he,  'whilst 
the  darkness  of  the  night  conceals  you.  Your  hands 
are  polluted  with  blood;  but  God  is  just;  and  I  hum- 
bly thank  him  that  my  faith  is  unspotted,  and  that  I 
have  resigned  judgment  unto  him.'

Androcles  and  the  Lion. 
Androcles  was  the  slave  of  a  proconsul  of  Africa. 
He  had  unfortunately  been  guilty  of  a  crime  for  which 
he  was  sentenced  to  die.  He  however  found  an  op- 
portunity of  escape,  which  he  effected  at  midnight, 
and  fled  into  the  deserts  of  Numidia  Wandering 
through  a  vast  and  trackless  forest,  his  flesh  torn  by 
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thorns  and  brambles,  hungry,  and  exhausted  by  fatigue, 
he  entered  a  cavern,  which  he  accidentally  discovered, 
and  threw  himself  on  the  ground  in  despair. 

He  had  not  remained  long  in  this  situation,  before 
he  was  roused  by  a  dreadful  noise,  which  he  thought 
was  the  roar  of  some  beast  of  pray.  He  started  up  in  , 
terror,  and  with  an  intention  to  fly  ;  but  en  advancing 
to  the  entrance  of  the  cave,  he  beheld  a  prodigious 
lion  which  entirely  prevented  a  possibility  of  escape. 
The  unfortunate  Anarocles  now  believed  his  destruc- 
tion inevitable  ;  but  to  his  great  astonishment  the  beast 
approached  towards  him  With  a  gentle  pace,  without 
any  indication  of  enmity  or  rage,  uttering  a  mournful 
noise,  as  if  he  demanded  some  assistance.  Androcles, 
who  was  naturally  of  ai,courage$us  disposition,  imme- 
diately recovered  firmness  sufficient  to  examine  his 
tremendious  visitant.  The  lien,  with  a  limping  pace, 
approached  him,  and  began  immediately  to  lick  the 
hand  of  Androcles,  holding  up  a  very  large  and  swell- 
ed paw.  Acquiring  still  more  fortitude  from  the  gen- 
tle behaviour  of  the  beast,  he  laid  hold  of  his  paw,  and 
perceived  a  very  large  thorn  had  penetrated  deeply 
into  the  ball  of  the  foot.  Androcles  finding'  the  lion 
receive  this  familiarity  with  the  greatest  satisfaction, 
he  proceeded  to  extract  the  thorn,  and  afterwards,  by 
a  gentle  compression,  discharged  a  considerable  quan- 
tity of  matter,  which  had  been  the  cause  of  much  un- 
easiness and  pain.  As  soon  as  the  lion  found  himself 
thus  relieved,  he  began  to  express  his  joy  and  grati- 
tude by  jumping  about  like  a  young  cat,  by  wagging 
his  enormous  tail,  and  licking  the  hands  and  feet  of 
his  surgeon.  Nor  were  these  demonstrations  of  kind- 
ness all  he  expressed.  He  sallied  forth  in  quest  of 
prey,  and  brought  home  the  produce  of  his  chace,  shar- 
ing it  with  his  friend-  In  tins  savage  state  of  hospital- 
ity and  frightful  solitude,  did  Androcles  live,  during 
the  space  of  several  months.  At  length,  wandering 
unguardedly  in  the  woods,  he  met  some  soldiers,  by 
whom  he  was  apprehended,  and  conveyed  a  prisoner 
to  his  master. 

The  proconsul  of  Africa  was  at  that  time  collecting 
the  largest  lions  that  could  be  found*  m  order  to  send 
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them  as  a  present  to  Rome,  for  the  purpose  of  furnish- 
ing' a  show  to  the  people.  The  proconsul  ordered  that 
his  refractory  slave  should  be  sent  at  the  same  time, 
and  that  he  should  be  exposed  to  fight  with  one  of  the 
lions  in  the  amphitheatre.  A  lion  for  this  savage  ex- 
hibition was  kept  several  days  without  food ;  and  when 
the  destined  moment  arrived,  the  unfortunate  man  was 
exposed  unarmed  in  the  middle  of  a  spacious  area,  in- 
closed on  every  side,  around  which  many  thousands  of 
spectators  had  assembled  to  be  amused  by  the  mourn- 
ful spectacle.  At  length,  a  huge  lion  darted  from  his 
place  of  confinement,  and  advanced  furiously  towards 
the  man.  All  eyes  were  turned  upon  the  destined  vic- 
tim, whose  destruction  wasr  instantly  expected.  But 
the  pity  of  the  multitude  was  converted  into  astonish- 
ment, on  beholding  the  lion  crouch  submissively  at  his 
feet,  fawn  on  him  like  a  faithful  dog,  and  caress  him 
as  a  long  lost  and  dearly  beloved  friend.  Androcles 
immediately  discovered  in  the  lion  his  old  Numidian 
companion,  and  renewed  his  acquaintance  with  him. 
Their  mutual  congratulations  were  surprising.  The 
governor  of  the  town  was  present,  who  beholding  one 
of  the  fiercest  and  most  .unrelenting  of  animals  forget 
his  disposition  and  become  harmless  and  inoffensive, 
ordered  Androcles  to  explain  the  unintelligible  myste- 
ry. Androcles  then  related  every  circumstance  of  his 
adventures  in  the  forest.  Every  one  present  was  de- 
lighted with  the  story,  and  unanimously  joined  to  en.- 
treat  of  the  governor  the  pardon  of  the  unhappy  man ,  ...*. 
which  he  immediately  granted,  and  directed  also  tha$ 
the  lion  should  be  given  up  to  him. 

This  story  is  said  to  have  been  related  by'AuKis 
Gellius  and  extracted  by  him  out  of  Dion  Cassius,  who 
saw  the  man  leading  the  lion  about  the  streets  of  Rome, 
the  people  repeating  to  each  other,—  "  Hie  est  leo  hos- 
pes  hominis,  hie  est  homo  medicus  leonis. — This  is  the 
lion  who  was  the  man's  host ;  this  is  the  man  who  was 
the  lion's  physician ." 
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Pliillis  and  Da?ua<\\% 
were  two  country  lasses,  the  pride  of  the  .village  where 
their  dwelt.  Both  of  them  were  handsome  to  perfection, 
biit  of  dispositions  exceedingly  different.  The  unaf- 
fected Damaiis  was  attentive  to  assist  the  infirmities 
of  an  aged  parent,  whom  deoripitude  confined*  to  his 
c.:Uage.  She  carefully  attended  to  his  flock,  or  was 
employed  in  some  useful  and  necessary  work.  While 
knitting*  or  spinning1  to  procure  him  a  more  comfortable 
subsistence,  her  cheerful  songs  expressed  a  contented 
bear*.  1'icv  cress,  though  poor,  was  neat  and  clean; 
she  studied  no  vain  or  fantastic  ornament  in  it ;  and 
whenever  her  person  was  complimented,  she  lent  no 
attention. 

Phillis  had  been  bred  u\:  under  a  careless  mother. 
She  was  extremely  conscious  of  being  pretty.  On  hol- 
idays nobody  was  so  spruce.  Wreaths  of  flowers  and 
ribbands  bedecked  her  }iat;  every  fountain  had  been 
consulted  for  her  dress,  and  every  meadow  ransacked 
to  adorn  it.  From  morn  to  night  she  danced  or  sport- 
ed on  the  green.  The  shepherds  admired  or  flattered 
her,  and  she  believed  every  -word  they  said.  Yet  she 
felt  many  a  discontent.  Sometimes  her  garland  was 
not  sufficiently  becoming ;  sometimes  she  imagined 
that  a  favourite  shepherd  was  inattentive  to  her,  or 
that  he  admired  a  new  face.  Every  day  was  spent  in 
frolic  and  dissipation,  and  every  night  b:  ought  with  it 
sgrne  disquiet.  She  was  one  morning  sitting  pensively 
under  a  poplar,  tying  up  a  nosegay,  when  she  heard 
Damaris  singing  cheerfully  in  praise  of  industry.  Phil- 
lis  approached  her,  and  found  she  was  busily  engaged 
in  plying  the  distaff.  '  How  is  it  possible,  Damans.,* 
said  she,  *  that  you  should  always  be  so  merry  while 
leading  a  life  of  drudgery  ?' 

1 1  prefer  this  way  of  life,'  answered  Dimaris, *  be- 
cause I  perceive  you  are  very  unhappy  in  your's.  I 
enjoy  at  least  U  anquillity  and  peace  of  mind,  because  1 
acquit  myself  well  in  the  station  in  which  providence 
has  placed  me-  I  am  the  means  of  producing  comfort 
for  a  good  old  father  who  supported  me  in  helpless  in- 
fancy, and  now  requires  this  return  of  duty.  When  I 
have  permed  the  fold  at  night  I  return  to  his  cot,  and 
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cheer  him  with  my  presence.  I  then  prepare  a  supper, 
of  which  we  partake  with  more  pleasure  than  you  do 
at  a  feast.  My  father  afterwards  relates  to  me  the 
stories  he  has  treasured  up  irt  his  memory,  a«d  im- 
parts the  precepts  of  wisdom  and  experience.  Some- 
times lie  teaches  me  a  song  ,  and  on  holidays  I  read  to 
him  out  of  some  excellent  book.  Tims,  Pbillis,  does 
my  life  pass.  My  expectations  are  few,  but  I  cherish 
many  a  joyful  hope,  wrhich  makes  my  heart  light  and 
easy/  Altered  from  Miss  Talbot. 

ANECDOTE  OF  AN  OFFICER 
<e:bo  refused  to  jig  hi  a  duel. 
In  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  a  young  fellow  in  the 
county  of  Berks,  being'  disgusted  with  a  woman  that 
his  father  had  chosen  for  him  as  «.  wife,  insisted.  As 
his  education  ancl  manner  of  behaviour  was  superior  to 
that  of  his  fellow-soldiers,  he  was  soon  distinguished 
by  his  officers,  and  rapidly  promoted  from  the  rank  of 
a  corpora!  to  that  of  an  ensigncy.  The  regiment  was 
ordered  into  Flanders,  and  in  the  famous  battle  of  Ram- 
illics,  our  young  ensign  had  the  honour  of  saving  lus 
colours  from  the  resolute  attack  of  four  French  soldiers. 
In  reward  of  this  gallant  defence,  he  was  promoted  to

had  very  frequently  sought  for  it,  in  those  retreats 
where  it  is  too  often  suffered  to  languish— he  possessed 
an  understanding  uncommonly  lively  and  penetrating — 
he  had  written  several  fugitive  pieces— they  had  intro- 
duced his  fame  to  circles,  where  he  was  not  personally 
known.  With  these  amiable  qualities  he  had  one  vice 
which  obscured  them  all — he  was  immoderately  addict- 
ed to  gaming — he  had  already  involved  himself  in  dif- 
ficulties, when  his  father  died  and  left  him  an  estate  of 
iive  thousand  pounds  sterling  per  annum.  As  he  ten- 
derly loved  his  father,,  his  loss  for  a  while  recalled  his 
senses— a  short  time  indeed — in  six  months  he  pursued 
his  wonted  course  with  as  much  avidity  as  ever — the 
passion  grew  each  day  stronger— he  was  hastening 
quick  to  ruin,  when  he  became  acquainted  with  my  sis- 
ter.

— The  rage  of  gaming  now 
returned  on  him  with  redoubled  force— in  a  few  years 
he  could  scarcely  procure  the  comforts  of  life  for  his 
family—  it  then  consisted  of  three  beautiful  children, 
over  whom  the  mother,  when  her  husband  was  absent, 
wept  in  silent  anguish.  Driven  to  the  last  distress —  I 
his  faculties  impaired— his  sense  of  honour  destroyed 
— he  took  the  shameful  resolution  of  retrieving  his  for- 
tune by  robbing  on  the  road— he  sallied  out  one  even- 
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ing,  and  returned  with  a  large  sum.  With  this  he 
hastened  to  a  match  which  had  made  a  great  noise  in 
the  country — but  what  were  his  feelings  when  he  met 
the  very  person  he  had  robbed !  the  gentleman  instant- 
ly recognized  him — yet  would  gladly  have  concealed 
the  transaction,  had  not  Mr.  V— ->s  agitation  betrayed 
him— he  threw  himself  at  the  person's  feet,  acknow- 
ledged the  crime,  and  was  hurried  to  prison.

There 
are  situations  of  which  it  is  impossible  to  give  an  ad- 
equate idea — language  cannot  convey  it — this  was  one 
of  them.  When  the  door  of  the  cell  opened,  a  scene 
presented  itself  which  can  never  leave  my  imagination. 
Mr.  V— stretched  on  the  floor,  and  almost  covered  with 
his  blood.  Shocked  as  I  was,  I  turned  hastily  round 
to  my  sister— I  looked  to  have  seen  her  upon  the  floor 
—she  stood  with  her  eyes  fixed  on  the  corpse— not  a 
sign  of  life  about  her,  except  in  her  eyes— they  were 
a  picture  of  the  most  perfect  horror.  Her  senses  were 
fled,  alas  !  for  ever  !

A  rich  merchant  of  Hamburgh  invited  a  companv  of 
thirty  persons  to  dine  with  him.    His  wife  wished  to 
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treat  them  with  trout  at  a  time  when  they  were  ex- 
tremely scarce.  Although  she  sent  in  every  direction, 
she  was  unable  to  procure  them  at  a  less  price  than  a 
guinea  a  piece,  having  told  her  husband  of  this,  he 
replied  "although  we  might  incur  this  expense  with- 
out inconvenience,  yet  I  think  it  improper."  At  din- 
ner he  ordered  to  be  placed  on  the  table  a  dish  con- 
taining thirty  guineas  covered  with  a  napkin.  Instead 
of  offering  the  trout  to  his  guests  as  expected,  he  ex- 
cused himself  by  telling  them  that  his  wife  had  wished 
to  treat  them  with  trout,  but  that  he  had  deemed  it  a 
sinful  extravagance  to  pay  a  guinea  a  piece  for  them. 
He,  however,  to  convince  his  guests  the  love  of  money 
was  not  the  cause  (for  he  did  not  value  it  when  em* 
ployed  for  a  good  purpose)  uncovered  the  dish,  and 
requested  each  of  his  guests  to  take  a  guinea  to  be- 
stow in  charity  on  the  poor  or  distressed.

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Oil  Salting   Vesse-s, 

At  a  time  when  timber  for  Ship  Building  is  growing 
scarce,  except  at  considerable  distances  from  us,  and 
likewise  when  our  ships  and  other  vessels  are  built  with 
so  much  hard  labour  and  cost,  it  appears  pitiable  to 
observe  their  short  duration,  as  well  as  tjie  imminent 
clanger  to  which  men's  lives  and  property  are  exposed 
many  times,  even  before  the  danger  is  discovered.  A 
very  natural  enquiry  arises,  how  their  duration  may 
be  prolonged,  and  by  what  means  the  danger  may  be 
prevented. 

The  answer  is  plain,  simple,  and  easy,  it  is  merely 
to  SALT  THE  VESSEL;  which  is  done  in  the  fal- 
lowing* manner. 

While  the  vessel  is  building1,  when  the  timbers  are 
prepared  for  ceiling,  let  pieces  of  boards  be  dovetailed 
in,  about  the  floor  timber  heads ;  then  if  any  list  or 
open  space  is  left  above,  let  the  same  thing  be  done  at 
the  upper  edge  of  the  opening ;  afterward,  when  she 
is  Ceiled,  Caulked,  and  WATERED,  *  let  all-  the 
space  between  the  outside  plank  and  ceiling  be  filled 
up  with  Salt  of  any  kind,  no  m alter  how  cheap  ;  this 
will  preserve  both  timber  and  plank  a  considerable 
number  of  years  beyond  the  time  they  usually  last. 

Vessels  which  have  been  running  some  time  may 
also  be  salted  :  in  whicli  case  let  one  or  two  streaks  of 
ceiling  plank  be  taken  up,  near  the  floor  heads,  dove- 
tailed boards  as  before  directed,  and  deposlte ,  the  salt. 

*  It  is  surprising  thai  this  very  necessary  operation  is 
so  frequently  neglected;  I  would  by  all  means  recommend 
it  whether  the  vessel  is  to  be  salted  or  not —  Watering  is 
performed  by  conveying  the  water  by  pumps  and  hoses  into 
the  hold  of  the  vessel  while  on  the  stocks  ;  let  there  be  so 
much  water  as  will  flow  to  the  seal}  of  the  stem  into  the 
keel;  then  let  some  persons  withinside  dash  the  water 
against  the  sides  while  others  without  mark  the  places  (if 
any ) where  the  water  comes  through.  This  should  be  done 
when  the  seams  have  been  caulked  and  payed  with  pitch, 
and  afterward  burnt  off  dry. 

N.  B.  Let  the  water  be  well  drained  offt  by  boring  a 
hole  in  the  bottom  before  the  salt  is  put  in.

The  writer  of  this  article  who  is  an  old  ship  carpen- 
ter, has  certain  knowledge  of  the  efficacy  of  this  method 
of  preserving  timber  in  vessels,  instances  of  which 
could  be  enumerated  would  time  permit.  R.  E, 
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Observations  on  Building  Dwelling  Houses. 

In  Building  Dwelling  Houses  there  are  two  primary 
considerations  ;  the  first  is  use  and  convenience ;  the 
second  appearance  or  beauty.  But  at  present  these  rules 
are  perverted,  and  appearance  is  preferred  to  use.  With 
a  view  to  give  houses  an  elegant  appearance,  as  build- 
ers term  it,  they  make  high  stories  ;  but  this  is  laying  a 
heavy  tax  on  those  who  may  have  to  hire  them.  In  the 
first  place,  high  stories  cost  more  in  building  than  low 
ones,  and  the  rent  is  generally  proportioned  to  the  cost. 
Bat  the  principal  consideration  is  the  great  difference 
of  warmth  in  winter  of  a  room  seven  feet  and  another 
nine  feet  high  of  the  same  area  on  the  ground  floor,  and 
with  the  same  quantity  of  fire  in  each.  It  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  warm  air  being  lighter  than  cold  always 
ascends  towards  the  ceiling ;  of  course  in  a  room  nine 
feet  high  a  great  part  of  the  warm  air  which  has  cost 
so  much  in  heating  is  almost  entirely  lost  to  the  com- 
fort of  the  inhabitants.  Let  any  one,  to  be  convinced 
of  the  truth  ef  this,  place  a  thermometer  seven  feet 
high  in  a  room  warmed  by  fire,  and  notice  the  height 
the  mercury  rises  in  the  glass  tube.  Then  raise  the 
thermometer  two  feet  higher  and  it  will  be  seen  the 
mercury  will  rise  much  higher  ;  which  proves  that  the 
warmest  air  is  at  some  distance  over  head,  and  almost 
entirely  lost.  Besides  the  number  of  cubic  feet  of  air 
to  be  heated  is  much  greater  in  the  room  nine  feet  high. 

It  has  been  observed  by  some,  that  high  stories  are 
more  airy  and  healthy  in  summer ;  but  there  are  so 
many  ways  of  making  a  room  airy  by  opening  the  doors, 
letting  down  the  windows  (which  ought  always  to  drop 
down  by  pullies  and  weights),  or  ventilators,  by  which 
the  air  can  be  effectually  changed  and  kept  pure ;  so 
that  these  objections  are  trifling  compared  with  the 
great  saving  of  fuel  in  winter.  This  saving  is  aa 
Important  consideration  and  it  is  hoped  will  meet  the 
attention  of  those  who  value  the  comfort  of  the  poor 
in  the  inclement  season,  as  well  as  their  own.        U.  E. 
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Improvement  in  the  Culture  of  Potatoes. 

A  member  of  the  Agricultural  society  at  Greenock,, 
recommends  an  improvement  in  the  culture  of  pota- 
toes, of  which  he  has  had  several  years  experience.— 
"  The  first  year  (he  says)  I  cut  the  potatoes  in  three 
pieces,  the  top,  the  middle  and  the  bottom  parts  ;  (I 
suppose  every  person  knows  the  top  of  the  potatoe  from 
the  bottom,  as  the  principal  eyes  are  on  the  top  ; )  and 
and  planted  them  in  three  rows.  The  top  plant  was 
ten  days  earlier  than  the  middle  plant,  and  a  much 
greater  crop ;  the  middle  plant  was  earlier  than  the 
bottom,  and  a  better  crop  ;  the  bottom  produced  but 
a  very  indifferent  crop.  For  some  seasons  past  I  have 
only  planted  the  top  eyes,  and  I  may  safely  say,  I  have 
the  best  crop,  and  clriest  potatoes,  in  the  country.  None 
need  be  deterred  from  this  plan  on  the  ground  of  waste; 
for  after  the  top  is  cut  off,  the  remainder  keeps  bet- 
ter, and  longer  for  use,  than  if  the  potatoe  was  reserv- 
ed entire.  As  a  proof  of  this,  lay  a  whole  potatoe  on 
the  top  of  the  ground,  or  in  any  exposed  place,  and  it 
will  show,  that  the  top  plants  grow  faster,  and  are 
many  inches  long,  before  there  is  any  growth  from  the 
bottom." 

In  Prussia  the  potatoe  is  cultivated  with  peculiar 
success — as  the  stalk  grows,  the  earth  is  heaped  up, 
bearing  only  three  leaves  at  top ;  the  roots  are  thus 
greatly  increased,  and  the  produce  is  said  to  be  aston- 
^hing. 
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Receipt  to  make  perpetual  Yeast  or  Barm. 
Take  one  pound  of  flour,  make  it  the  thickness  of 
gruel  with  boiling  water ;  add  to  it  half  a  pound  of  raw 
sugar ;  put  three  spoons  full  of  well  purified  yeast  into 
a.  large  vessel,  upon  which  put  the  above  ingredients, 
which  will  soon  ferment  violently.  Collect  the  yeast 
DiTthe  top  and  put  it  in  a  small  necked  pot — cover  it 
up  from  the  air— keep  it  in  a  dry  and  warmish  place— 
when  used  in  part,  replace  with  a  thin  paste  made  of 
lour  and  sugar  in  the  former  proportions.  I  saw  this 
ased  after  it  had  been  five  months  made.  No  yeast 
s  necessary  except  the  first  time. 
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Receipt  for  Pickling. 

After  cleansing*  your  cask,  put  first  a  layer  of  white 
cak  leaves,  and  then  a  layer  of  cucu:nbers/or  whatever 
your  pickles  consist  of,  and  so  en  to  fill  your  cask ; 
intersperse  between  each  layer  dill  seed,  mustard  seed, 
horse-raddish,  &c.  and  to  every  twenty  cucumbers  one 
bell  pepper.  Form  a  composition  of  clear  salt  and 
water,  not  hardly  sufficiently'  strong-  to  bear  an  egg  ; 
to  every  gallon  add  one  quart  of  good  vinegar ;  scald 
and  skim  this  pickle,  and  after  cooling  to  a  degree  of 
blood  warmths  add  it  to  your  cask,  and  cover  it  tight. 

If  rightly  performed,  this  method  will  preserve  pic- 
kles the  year  round,  and  forms  a  very  agreeable  sauce. 
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Pork  kept  fresh  for  a  Year. 
A  Mr.  Poultney,  of  Philadelphia  dined  on  board  a 
Spanish  ship  of  war  at  the  Havana,  and  ate  of  boiled 
fresh  pork,  which  appeared  as  if  just  killed.  He  was 
told  it  was  killed  and  put  up  a  year  before,  at  La  Vera 
Cruz.  The  bones  were  taken  out,  and  without  any 
salt  the  pieces  were  covered  with  Spanish  brown  (or 
red  ochre.)  It  was  then  packed  in  bags  for  the  officers. 
They  showed  him  some  in  bags,  where  they  were  cov- 
ered with  red  ochre,  which  is  washed  oft'  with  warm 
water  previous"  to  boiling  it  I  presume  any  other  pure* 
impalpable,  especially  dry  astringent  clay,  will  answer 
as  well. — Some  clays  so  far  partake  of  alium,  as  to 
show  it  exuded,  like  a  white  mould.  Such  I  have  seen 
on  the  banks  of  the  Chesepeake.  But  does  Spanish 
brown  contain  alium  ? 
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A  Cure  for  a  Felon. 

Take  a  piece  of  Rock  Salt,  about  the  size  of  a  but- 
ternut, wrap  it  in  a  green  cabbage  leaf,  if  to  be  had, 
if  not,  in  brown  wet  paper.  Lay  it  in  hot  embers,  and 
cover  it  over  as  you  would  to  roast  an  onion  •  after 
about  twenty  minutes,  take  it  out  and  powder  it  as  fine 
as  possible. 

Take  hard  soap,  and  mix  the  powdered  salt  w*th  so 
much  of  the  soap  that  it  will  make  a  salve.   .If  the  soap 
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has  but  little  turpentine  in  it,  as  may  be  known  by  th« 
smell,  then  add  a  little  turpentine,  but  if  the  soap  smells 
pretty  strong*  of  the  turpentine,  none  need  be  added. 
Apply  the  salve  when  'made,. to  the  part  affected  by 
the  Felon,  and  it  will  in  a  few  hours  (and  sometimes 
in  a  few  minutes)  totally  destroy  the  Felon,  and  re- 
move all  pain. 

If  the  Felon  has  suppurated,  or  has  got  matter  in  it, 
after  the  pain  is  removed,  it  must  be  healed  as  other 
sores  arc. 

The  above  receipt  was  given  by  Deacon  Ichabod 
Carmickle,  of  Cumberland.  He  is  a  man  of  known 
veracity  and  truth.  He  asserts,  that  for  twenty  years 
past  he  has  made  use  of  the  foregoing  salve,  and  in 
many  cases  where  the  Felon  had  arisen  to  ail  alarm- 
ing and  dangerous  state,  and  has  never  failed  of  an  ef- 
fectual cure. 

It  was  the  special  desire  of  Deacon  Carmickle.  that 
the  foregoing  receipt  should  be  made  public. 

Cure  for  Worms  in  Children. 
Take  juice  of  rue  and  wormwood,  together  with 
honey  and  rye  flour,  of  each  a  small  quantity;  to  these 
add  half  an  ounce  of  Aloes  pounded'  fine  ;  mix  them 
all  together,  and  divide  the  composition. into  two  plan- 
ters, thinly  spread.  L.zy  on  the  first  from  the  throat  to 
the  pit  of  the  stomach,  and  let  it  stay  on  twelve  hours ; 
then  put  the  other  close  below  that,  and  let  them  stay. 
on  twelve  hours  longer.  The  fever  will  abate,  and  the 
worms  be  completely  destroyed.  There  have  been 
many  cured  with  this  remedy,  when  almost  dead;  and 
there  are  many  of  my  neighbours  who  will  testify  to 
the  fact. 

How  to  Treat  the  Bite  of  a  Mad  Bog. 
It  is  a  singular  and  fortunate  circumstance,  (as  the 
disease  when  produced,  has  always  proved  fktalj)  that 
nearly  nineteen  out  of  twenty  who  fire  bitten  escape. 
But  this  exemption  ought  not  to  induce  a  security 
which  may  prevent  every  precaution  being  taken  to 
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avert  it.  If  the  wound  be  small,  and  in  a  part  capable 
of  extirpation  no  time  should  be  lost  in  cutting  it  out ; 
if  the  lower  joint  of  a  finger  or  toe  be  bitten,  take  it 
off  without  delay.  If  excision  cannot  be  performed,' 
enlarge  the  wound,  pour  water  on  it  from  a  tea-kettle 
for  an  hour,  and  keep  it  open  by  some  stimulating  oint- 
ment for  several  months  ;  the  application  of  a  caustic 
to  the  wound  yoifl  not  answer >  and  no  internal  remedy 
can  be  depended  on.  In  case  the  disease  should  ap- 
pear, give  three  grains  of  cantharides  in  a  pill,  or  fif- 
teen drops  of  the  tincture,  every  hour,  diluted  with  a 
little  broth,  until  a  violent  stranguary,  and  soreness  in 
the  bowels  are  produced.  Keep  up  these  symptoms 
until  those  of  the  disease  have  vanished.  Broth,' and 
mucilaginous  drinks,  such  as  flaxseed  tea,  may  then 
be  taken,  and  clysters  of  the  same  combined  with  laud- 
anum, may  be  given  to  heal  the  irritated  bowels  :  the 
warm  bath  may  be  also  used,  and  bark,  wine  and  gen* 
erous  diet  to  recruit  the  strength.  Dom.  Ency. 

Stinlcing  Breath. 
The  best  palliatives  for  sweetening  an  offensive 
breath,  are  gargles  consisting  simply  of  lime-water ; 
or  a  decoction  of  the  Peruvian  bark  ;  or  a  liquor  made 
by  mixing  two  ounces  of  compound  alum-water,  and 
half  an  ounce  of  essence  of  lemons,  with  three  ounces 
and  a  half  of  fennel-water,  which  should  be  frequently 
used  previous  to  going  into  company.
